will carefully avoid as well hid as manifeſt rocks, when'they 
are warned of -them. | 

; After the Solemn League and Covenant of the three King- 
doms- had fo. proſpered againſt the enemies and oppoſers 
thergof, as made them deſpair of overthrowisg itin any ſuch 
Way of adire& oppoſition ; they begun with mnch wit and 
induſtry to-endeavour a dividing of the endsof the Cove- 
nant, and an altering of the firſt' principle and ſtate of the 
Cauſe. Yponthe one hand, ag etaries in E:24and — 


ing as is formerly repreſented by thelate General Afſcmbly, 
in their Declaration to their Brethren of Z»g/end, and by ous 
Remonſtrance to the Committee of Eſtates of the 13 of 080- 
ber laſt) have by fraud and violence endeavoured the ſubver- 
ſion of Religion 5 whole exorbitant infolency, being now in 
Arms. is ſo unſupportable, that no man can doubt but all the 
Articles of the Covenant are in dazger by them ; the vile Er- 

rours, wicked Hereſtes, and intolerable Blaſphemies daily 

growing amongſt them,can hardly be reckoned up; all which 

are mightily aggredged by the lawlefſe and Godleſle tolerati- 

on thereof : And leſt Parliamentary authority ſhould curb: 
thts monſtrous infolency, they have not onely refuſed Orders 
for diſbanding , but have forced Orders for ther own ſtand. 

ing, and doover-rule Parliament, King, City, and Country, 
tothe trampling under foot all Government Civil and Eccle. 
fiaſtical, and to the terrour, oppreſſion, and apparent Tuine of 
all the truely godly , and found lovers of the Solemn League 
and Covenant. Onthe other hand, the Prelatical and Mali- 

gnant party have catchedat and ſtudied to make advantage of 
ſome parts and clauſes of the Covenant, without keeping all 
the links of that golden chain faſt together. 

This defigne of receding from the former principles, and; 
ſtating the publike Cauſe otherwiſe then it was ſtated by | 
both. Kingdoms when they joyned'in Covenant and Arms, 
may be abundantly diſcovered by two inſtances : Firſt , the 
Jef ne hath been fo faſt and ſo fir driven on , that although: 
the fourth Article of the League and Covenant was clearly 
framed and intended againſt the Malignant party- 5: and: al 
though there was one exprefſle Article in theTreaty between 
the Kingdoms for ſwearing and ſubſcribing the League and 
| Covenant by both Kingdoms, as a more neer tie and conjun- 
| ion of both, for their defence againſt the Popiſh, mn 
| and: 
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and Maſignanr party and their adherents; Andalthough in _ 
the Declarations of both Kingdoms 1n the yeer 1643, it was . 
declared that al ſuch as would not ſpeedily take the Cove. 
nant, and joyn with all their power in the defence of this 
Cauſe, are to be cenſured and puniſhedas profeſſed Adverſa- 
riecand Malignants; Yet ſome are not aſhamed tor plead for the 
Malignant party, as if they were friends rather then enemies 
tothis cauſe, and as none were now to be looked upon as 
dangerous enemies to the Cauſe, but the Sectaries onely; 
whereas the word of God andthe experience of former times 
not onely reacheth us to beware of dangers from the fraud, 
2s well as the force, from the plots as well as from the power 
ofenemies ; but alfo ſetteth before us ſad examples of great 
unexpected miſeries, and miſchiefs brought upon the people _ 
of God, - from enemies once broken and quaſhed, when they 
ot again the power of the ſword, & opportunity to act what-= 
Rove cruelties their inveterate- malice and enraged ſpirits: 
put them upon: | 
The other inftanee is, that although in the Covenant, the 
duty of preſerving and defending the Kings Majeſties perſon, 
and authority be zoyned with & ſubbardinate unto the duty 
of preſerving and defending the true Religion and Liberties 
of the Kingdoms; and although from the beginning of this 
Caufe, the good, ſafety and ſecurity of Religion hath been 
principally ſought after and inſiſted upon : yet ſolicitations, 
riwafions, and endeavours have not been, nor are wanting 
for his Majefties reſtitution to'the exerciſe off his Royal pows-

report which many did lately entertaine and ſpread in this

Covenant in a Confeffion of Faith, DireQorie of, Wgps 
ſhip, Form of Church Government and Catechiſm is ſe 
aſide as ſo much loſt labour, in order to a future ferrle- 
mert. Free debate with any of the Prelaticall party no- 
minated by his Majeſtie (when there was any ſuch occa- 
ſion) hath not been declined : But we have great cauſe to 
be tender of unſetling and razing a good foundation alrez: 
dic laid in the work of Reformation. And whereas his 
Majeſtic will have it determined by himſelf, and the two 
Houſes, how the Church Government after thefaid three 
years ſhall be eſtabliſhed according to the Word of God:

Having now diſcovered the ſnares and datpers, we ſhall 
inthe next place moſt humbly and ſeriouſly propoſe and 
recommend ſome wholſom, feaſonable and pious counſels 
to all the Members of this Church and Kingdom, efpeci- 
ally to the Honorable and High Court of Parliament, 
and tothe Brethren of the Miniſtry, which may alſo ſerug 
to expreſs our ſenſe concerning the whole matter contains 
ed in that narrative, delivered ro us in writing, fo far as is 

competent and fit for ns to give any judgment thereupon. 

Firſt of all we exhort all and every one to make 
miore conſcience of endeavouring 2 reall Reformation of 
themfelves and their Families, and of rhe places in which 
they live then ever yet they have done ; ro be more ſerious 
in ſearching their hearts, conftdering their ways, and pur- 
ging themſelves from all filthineſs.of the fAeſh and ſpirit 
to perfet holinefs inthe fear of God; to oppole wicked- 

"neſs andprophineneſs, promoterthe power and praiſe of 
Godlineſs, and to be deeply hambled before the Lord for 
neglecting theſe things fo much and fo long ; with all em- 
ploying and improving Chrifts al-ſufticiency,and ſtriving. 
roexerciſe fairh ta him-for thegrace of mortification and: 
ſanQification, as well as for remiffion of fins and peace 
with God; that being implanted and rooted in him, we 
may grow up 45 trees of Righteouſneſs,the planting of the 
Lord'that heimay-be glovified; for without amendment of. 
life, and drinving forch of berter fruit, the fierce wrath of 
the Lord cannot rurn away from us.

Let us therefore avoid-enemics, and beware of dangerson 
all hands: VVe cannot ſee bar the cauſe of GoJ, the true 
Religion, the Covenant, Presby teriall Government, this 
Church and Kingdoms and whatſoever 15 deareſt tous wil 
bein as great danger>if rhe Prelatical party prevail;asnow 
theyare in by the power and prevalencyof Sedtaties in 
Exgland, who have made the Covenant and begunRefor- 
mation to be laid aftde and hindered the promoring there- 
of. So that there is a neceſſity to be apprehenſive of dan- 
gers- and attentive ro remedies on both fides, and tobe- 
ware of compliance withjand connivance at Secaries up- 
enthe one hand,and Malignants upon the other. 
Fourthly,when we fpeak of Malignants,'we defire thar 
the diftin&ion may be remembered, which was made in 
thefokemn Warning to the Kingdom from the Generall 
Afembly in February 164 5 Yz. That the cauſe is in very 
Feat danger from two ſortsof Malignant enemies: Firſt, 
om ſuch as have openly diſplayed a Bannar, or joyned 
Arms and profeſſed Hoſtility againſt the caufe, and 
fuch as adhered thereunto: Secgndly,from ſecret Malig- 
tans. Diſcovenanters, and boſom Enemies. This ſecond 
fort may be ſtill known by ſome CharaRers, giver both 
®tqzt timeaud before thax time; a3 by their Qandering 
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or cenſuring the Covenant of the three Kingdoms anda; 
—_ into Englans, intheyear 1643, as not neceſſiy 
or the good of Religion, or ſafery of this Kingdom; or g 
trending to the diminution of the.Kings juſt power an 
greatneſs, by their confounding of the Kings Power anf 
juſt Authority, with the prerence and abuſe thereof by 
Commiſſions» Warrants or Letters procured from his 
Majeſty by the enemies of this cauſe and Covenant, aif 
none were faithful and loyal tothe King,who oppoſe ſuch 
men and their ways; by their ſpleen, malice and calum- 
nies againſt ſuch as God hath made eminently. inſtrumey 
call in this cauſe» and who reſolve to be conſtant co theend 
i their firſt Principles;as if ſuch men were the Kings ene 
mies, who are moſt zealous for the good and ſafety ofRe- 
ligion ; by their commending> juſtifying or excuſing 6- 
ther known Malignants, and by their converſing or inter- 
communing with excommunicate Delinquents. Unt 
which Chara&ers time and experiencepive us occaſionty 
add ſome others, as namely, their unwillingneſs and decli- 
ning. to reckon Malignants among the enemies of this 
cauſe, from whom danger is tobe apprehended; Theirdif- 
joyning and dividing the duty of endeavouring the Kings 
Majeſties preſervation and refticution, from the dutyof 
preſerving, defending, ferling and ſecuring Religion : A 
if we might and ought to purſue the, former without the 
latter,while both are in danger ; Their maligning of, and 
uttering malicious words againſt faithfull and zealous 
Miniſters, and againſt this meeting and Judicatory, ap 
pointed by the Generall Aſſembly : Laſtly, their crying 
up or down of parties or gerſons, and even of the SeQaris 
themſelves according as they have more or leſs hopes 
advantage from them to. their own defigns. For 'tis not 
long fince ſuch men made light account of any danger 
which were apprehended from the prevalent _— | 
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| dom inthe purſuance of this cauſe ;- and more eſpecia

prevent all occaſions of jealeuſies and ſuſpitions betwixt the 
Kingdoms, and do or ſay nothing that may breed miſunderſtaz- 
dings, break off correſpondence, weaken the confidence, or 1n- 
fringe the #12101 and Peace betwixt the two Kingdoms, fo hap- 
pth eftabliſhed in his Majeſties preſence, and with his Royall - 
conſent in both Parliaments, A caution as neceffary now, . 
5 when it was given above five years ago in a Warning 
from the Commiſſioners of the Generall Aſſembly, mer
